The waters have been gathered into 
the grasp of the rich, little by little, 
and men’s claims have been taken for 
water debts, until hundreds of acres 
of gold mines are held by individuals. 
The capitalists proved better farmers 
than the farmers themselves. Day 
and night the seed was flying in the 
well prepared soil... When it began to 
take root and stir the ground, rollers 
in the form ef law, were dragged over 
it beating down every man’s head te 
the level ef his neighbors. When the 
seed was sown, it was plentifully wat- 
ered by the widow’s tears, the peor 
man’s sweat, the blood of the broken 
hearted and the suicide.

Edison Succeeds with the Electric Light. 


New York, March 27.—The Herald 
to-day says: The first practical illus- 
tration of Edison's electric light as a 
system has just been given. For the 
pastitwo nights his eutire labratory and 
machine shops have been lighted up 
with the new light, and the result has 
been eminently satisfactory.. In the 
machine shop, 125 feet long by 25 feet 
wide, twelve of the new lights did the 
work of the eighteen gas burners pre- 
viously used. The lamps were regu- 
lated so that each gave the light of 
from eighteen to twenty candles’ in- 
tensity. The generator used was the 
ordinary Gramme machine. The pro- 
gress made during the past two months 
byEdison has been quite marked. The 
most prominent of the improvements 
is one relating te the platinum and 
and iridium coil. By this discovery, 

ronounced by experts whe~have seen 
it as ef great scientific importance, 
Edison has succeeded in pratically 
creating a new alley, one that 
——- properties hitherte unknown. 
Vith the new improvements he claims 
to be able te furnish light at half the 
cost of gas.

THE NEW SLEEPERS. 


High-toned Emigrants en the Slow 
Trains 


The railroad company now has one 
or more of the new sleeping cars en 
every cmigrant train. Twenty-four 
have been turned eut and the old 
seats are being replaced by berths as 
fast as possible. It is small praise to 
say that this was a good move. It 
was a splendid thought in every way, 
and the bright minded individual who 
conceived it deserves the thanks ef the 
passengers as well as the company. It 
pot only adds to the comfort of the 


latter but to the profits of the former, 
as every car will carry twice as many 
as the old ones did. The car is divid- 
ed into 12 compartments, each of 
which is provided with an upper berth, 
which is simply a frame of strong 
slats hung at the back ena en hinges 
and fastened te the roof in frent. 
Wheri in use it is let dewn on a selid 
iron chuck fastened to the post which 
separates each two sections. The low- 
er berth is made from seats to bed, 
very much the same as a Pullman sec- 
tion. lt is roomy by day and makes 
very comfortable quarters. _ There are 
no cupboards, no bexes or lockups, 
net a shred of cloth or upholstering, 
mattrasses or bedding in the whole 
ear. The passenger either lies on the 
bare boards or buys a bed made of 
shavings or straw from the news boys, 
who carry a lot ef them, which are so 
cheap that they are about ready te 
throw away before they reach Omaha. 
Still they answer the purpaese very 
well, A few blankets and a satchel 
for a pillow make a man very well 
content. The cars are built to stand 
water and every trip they are washed 
with a strong stream from the nozzle 
of the water tanks so as to dislocate 
the backs ef any of the passengers 
whe may have neglected te change 
cars, The railroad boys say that 
sume of these little fellows with C. P. 
and U. P. on their backs, get separ- 
ated from their friends and that new 
comers dea't like their company, so 
they are carefully excluded frem the 
society of the next load of passengers. 
A great improvement is made in the 
ventilatien. The roefs are raised and 
windows fixed to epen and clese so 
that the perfume is very different from 
the familiar one of fermer days.

It is 
a@ poor man’s camp, No machinery is 
required, Thete are twelve furnaces 
at work on custom rock, so that ene 
man can dig ore out and another 
hoist it up and sell it. The ore is a 
carbonate of lead and silver and the 
prespects are enormeus. Mr. Dona- 
hue thinks very well of the Tuscarera 
mines. They have been badly man- 
aged, and thus gota black eye, but- 
the district is the making of a good 
camp. Grand Prize put up an enor- 
mous pump, like the one on the 
Savage, but the feundations sank and 
twisted it so that it is almost useluss 
Belle Isle, Independence, Revenue 
and uther mines will prove good.

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The Victims of the Fire, 


Joseph Kilpatrick who perished in 
the fire of the 24 of March was a son of 
James Kilpatrick, a pioneer of Nevada, 
He was nearly nineteen years of age 
and a first-classstationaryengineer.

The remains of 
the unfortunate boys were taken 
charge of by the officers of the law and 
the reporters baving no means of 
knowing their names or history, pub- 
lished the current rumor that they 
were trainps, which gives their friends 
no little anneyance. The truth is 
that when their bedies were found no 
one had the slightest idea thet their 
names ever weuld be known.

Dr. Dawson has not had many cases of 
it. The physicians are all of the opin- 
ion that the disease jis not becomiag 
general, But it beboves people to be 
careful of their children, nevertheless. 
Guard them carefully from expesure 
to the infection. ‘‘Am ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound ef cure.”

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES. 


Rev. A. Drahms, Pastor of the Congre- 
gational Church. 


People in Nevada really know very 
little of each other. The man who 
has lived here ten years is the excep- 
tion. We were blown here from every 
quarter, aud few that are here ever 
saw any of us before they cume to this 
state. Probably there are not ten 
people in Reno who doubt but that 
the subject of this sketch, Mr.Drahms, 
is a native of the United States. He 
seems so thoreughly American, his 
accent so pure, and his devotion to 
the institutions of tle republic so 
earnest, that no one would take him 


for 
A EUROPEAN, 


and yet such is the case. He was 
born in the Province of Pommerania, 
Prussia, on the 4th of March, 1849, 
and came te this ceuntry with his 


arents in 1456, settling in Genoa, 
lliaeis. At this place he resided un- 
til the breaking out of the war. Ino 
this, perhaps the must charming villa 
in the west, the earler years of his 
life were passed in uninterrupted at- 
tendance upon the public schools, 
with the usual incidents and associa- 
tions that make up this most interest- 
ing period of life. With the break- 
ing out of the war, the associations of 
school life lost their interest, and the 
one impulse that meved every heart 
caught even the eathusiasm of the 
schoul-boys of the land, who nursed 
the ‘* patriotic fire” with as much zea! 
as the eldest. The extreme youth of 
the subject of this biography alone re- 
tarded his earlier entrance to the army, 
but with the call of 1862 all restraints 
were remeved, and the scruples of 
anxious parents evercome, Mr. 
Drahms enlisted at the early age of 
twelve years in Company “Bb” of the 
17th Illinois Cavalry, and after 4 brief 
rendezvous near his pbative wh hy re- 
paired with his regiment to the scene 
of action under Major-General Rosen- 
cranz. While encampted at Beoten 
Barracks, at the requisition ef that 
general, he was the successful compet- 
itor for a secretaryship at the general 
head quarters department of the Mis- 
souri, where he served successively io 
the offices of Major-Gens. Rosencranz, 
Dedge, and Pope uatil his final muster 
eut. Twice he received the compli- 
mentary 


ASSURANCE OF PROMOTION 
te lieutenancy in the regular army, 
latterly by the personal solicitatien of 
General Glesby, then governor of Illi- 
nois, his extreme youth alone detering 


him from its acceptance. At the close 
of the war he was recommended by 
Generals Resencranz, Sherman, Pope, 
and ethers for Presidential appeint- 
ment to West Point military academy, 
and his claim had received the favora 
ble endorsement of President John- 
son, when, at his ewn solicitation, it 
was withdrawn. Mr. Drahms was 
with Gen. Rosencranz upon his pursuit 
of General Price, in his raid through 
Missouri, and met with a barrow es- 
cape frem a terrible death. While 
camped around a deep well, he was 
standing by a comrade and thought- 
lessly stepped backwards into it, fall- 
ing a distancs of sixty-five feet, strik- 
ing on a rock bottom. How he es- 
caped death is a wonder, but he did, 
and was drawn out with only an aukle 
sprained. Thearmy left him there 
ameng the rebels, who, however, were 
kind te bim, and in three months he 
rejoined his command, The life of 
the young soldier was full of incidents 
which weuld make an interesting vol- 
ume. Upon his final muster out, he 
accepted a position in the office of 
the circuit A ser and recorder in the 
village of Geneva, dividing his time for 
several years between its duties and 
finishing his literary studies at the 
Northwestern University, Evanston, 
Illinois, which he accomplished en- 
tirely by dint of

Actuated alone by his principles and 
cenvictions, he, after a partial thee- 
legical course at the institute at Evans- 
ton, eutered the active work of the 
ministry, laboring successively in 
Michigan, Nebraska, and California, 
from which latter place he removed to 
this state in the fall of 1876, settling 
temporarily in bis present charge. Mr. 


Drahms was duly ordained to the work | 


of the ministry in Oakiand, Califernia; 
he hold, also, a relationship to the bar 
of the same state, holding the full cer- 
tificate of atterney-at-law from the 
Stockton bar. He preached in Ash- 
land, Nebraska, one and a half years, 
and at Modesto, two, doing in the lat-

It constitutes 
the base from which are formed many 
impertant end well known medicines 
such as the bromides ioddes,carbonates 
nitrates, sulphates, chlorates etc., of 
potash.

Sheriff Ogg was telegraphed of the 
arrest, and immediately started for 
Silver city. The party in Silver city 
proved te be Pierce. Friday night 
Sheriff Ogg and his prisoner arrived 
from Idahe on his way back, and de- 
parted Saturday morviag for Aurera. 
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Decided at Last.

THE EXTRA SESSION. 


When the great waves of excitement 
that sweep ever this country periodi- 
cally are at their height, crystalizing 
and hardening public sentiment into 
two great parties each regarding the 
ether as a public enemy, and both 
ready to proceed to any length in the 
fierce struggle for supremacy, anything 
like a quiet, candid investigation is 
impossible. At such times nothing 
but a sheck like the firing on Sumpter, 
an attempt at repudiation or some- 
thing like that would stagger men's 

_ faith in their ewn party or cause them 
to look wich judicial eyes at their own 
leaders. 

The present is a quiet hour which 
might be profitably spent in a disin- 
terested investigation ef passing events. 
There is no attempt among the wire- 
pullers to stir the peeple up, although 
they are busy as ever in trying to 
mystify and deceive them. There is 
no appeal te the passions of the 
masses, te private piques or public 
quarrels, but things are allowed to 
take their own ceurse. Not but what 
events of importance are going on 

* around us. The shape which national 
affairs are new assuming may lead to 
the mest serious results. There have 
been several times in the history of 
this country when partisanship threat- 
ened ruin to our institutions. One 
was in 1801 when the Federalists tried 
to seat Burr in the presidential chair. 
Another was the attempt at secession. 
In neither case was the argument per- 
fect. Buth parties thought they were 
right, and were ready to follow brave 
leaders te a bleedy death, rather than 

* yield. The electwral commission was 

the next instance, and, although 
agreed to by both parties and not for- 
bidden by the constitution, it was con- 
trary to the spirit of our institutiens 
and will exert an evil influence in time 
tocome. The attempt te pass a polit- 
ical dogma by forcing the president to 

sign it or stop the government, is a 

most transparent case ef the same 
kind. It is doubtful if any possible 


~ set of conditions could be imagined 


that weuld justify this style of legis- 
latien. Our terms of office are so 
short, our peaceful revolutions se fre 
quent and complete, that it seems as 
though there could be no reasonable 
excuse fer any attempt at cvercive 
legislation. This matter should be 
carefully considered by all lovers of 
their country without any regard to 
which party they may have veted in 
heretofore. Pride of opinion is an 
enormeus factor in the preservation of 
party lines. Men hate te be con- 
vinced that they have been on the 
wrong side, the same as a woman Con- 
ceals the fact that she bas married a 
bad man. This is very natural, and 


we are inclined to think very neces- 
sary to keep a government like ours 
going, albeit it speaks but little for 
men’s intelligence. The rank and file 
of beth parties have but little trouble 
in reconciling every act, opinien and 
policy of their particular side, with a 
standard of right which is always 
ideal. We heartily admire the man 
in whose blind devetion and zeal we 
can see an occasional waver. We are 
not werking for votes now for either 
party. We believe every party is the 
better for honest criticism, and we 
believe this country would be better 
governed and our institutions ten times 
more selid if men were less under the 
iron thumb of party discipline. If 
they said to their leaders ‘‘De not 
dare’ when they saw them at their 
crooked work there wowd be better 
laws and less corruptien in public life. 
Let no ene suppose, either, that the 
GAZETTE inclines to the silly dogmas 
of Greenback parties or any of the 
thousand patent medicines prescribed 
for a millennial government, It is 
not in sympathy with anything of the 
sort, it looks to the two great parties 
now in the field fer the conduct of 
government, and it believes that free 
criticism and a free expression of 
epinien will render tbird parties 
impossible, as the leaders will not 
dare to ignore the will ef the people 
when intelligently expressed. Neither 
do we give arguments for or against 
the extra session. They are within 
easy reach of all, and we recommend 
them to a careful consideration. 


THE EFFECTS OF ALCOHOL. 


The microscepe is one of the won- 
ders of the age. It is not enly won- 
dertul, but it is as useful as it is inter- 
esting. Its latest triumph is the 
tracing of the effects of alcoho! on the 
human frame. One ef the most easily 
recognized results of hard drinking is 
redness of the skin, which is produced 
by the paralysis of the minute vessels 
ef circulation. In case of a surprise 
er embarrassment, or only one drink 
of liquor, the paralysis is very slight 
and the result isa blush. In case of 
a continued redness, the paralysis is 
complete as far as the tiny vessels in 
the euter skin are cencerned, Alce- 
hol relaxes the nerves of the arteries, 
which expand and afford less resist- 
ance to the flow of blood, so that with 
the same pressure the stream is more 
rapid and the heart beats faster. The 
effect of liquor in case ef a snake bite 
is only mechanical. The whiskey in- 
creases the heart-beats, filling the 
lungs faster with blood and the pure 
air counteracts the poison. The effects 
of alcohol upon the blood are very 
striking. The corpuscles become col- 
orless, distorted and shrunken. But 
the ravages ef the demon are greatest 
where they are the most dangerous— 
in the brain. By. the absorption of 
the particles of water which compose 
that organ, the albumen which is an- 
other of its component parts, is stiff- 
ened into something akin to leather — 
the same as the white ef an egg that 
is boiled. The belief is spreading and 
becoming mere and more settled, that 
alcohol in any quantity is hurtful and 
unnecessary a3 & beverage. The ter- 
rible misery and suffering inflicted net 
only upon the victims themselves but 
upon all with whom they are con- 
nected, the crimes committed while 
under its influence, the penitentiaries, 
lunatic asylums, poor-houses and 
graveyards filled by it seem to the 
theughtful man to be arguments 
against it which no one in his right 
mind could resist, and yet it is not 
likely that any immediate reform can 
be effected by any mortal means, 
Men will keep on as they have been 
going, witheut having the sense or 
courage to deny themselves the deadly 
stimulant. The enly place fer any 
improvement that we can see is in the 
rising generatien. Laws are en the 
statute books ef every state in the 
union prohibiting minors frem visit- 
ing saloons and places of a like nature. 
These laws should be religieusly en- 
forced. The duty of parents in this 
matter should receive far more atten- 
tion than it does, and in this one thing, 
above all others, the responsibility 
rests upon the father. All the good 
advice, the prayers and pleading of a 
good mother are thrown away upon a 
boy who inclines that way if he gets 
the least encouragement either by pre- 
cept or example from his father. In 
eur young community we see, thus 
far, but little of the extreme distress 
so commen elsewhere, but it is the 
simple truth that there are several 
men in Reno who are likely to feel all 
the herrers of the cup, and leave be- 
hind them only bitter memories of a 
dreadful end. If there is anything 
which could strengther the good reso- 
lutions so eften indulged in by men 
who fall into the habit of drink, it 
sheuld be done, but above all the 
youth of our tewn should not be sub- 
jected to the temptation,

He tee eften tries te carry water on 
beth shoulders, as it were, by doing 
the things he knows are injurieus and 
stuffing medicine to counteract the 
effects. A man whe does that at forty 
is a ten-stamp fool with concentrater 
attachments. He ought by that time 
te know how bis life is sustained, and 
what part each of the wonderful er- 
gans plays. If people understood 
anatomy better they would not be so 
reckless. They would not abuse the 
beautiful and delicate machinery upon 
which their comfort and even life de- 
pend. If amanrun sand threugha 
fine watch er a nice steam engine, he} 
would be brevetted “fool” at ence; 
but men do ten times worse with a 
machine far superior in delicacy and 
workmanship every day. They abuse 
the machine of life in the most reck- 
leas manner, and, strange to say, the 
classes that dread death the most are 
the least careful of their health.
